The new administration primary 
election bill was introduced 
simul­ 
taneously in the house and senate 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock . 
The measure provides for the nom­ 
ination of candidates for all state of- » 
tices, excepting university 
trustees, 
members of congress and of the state 
legislature, members of 
the 
state 
board of equalization, and all county 
offices excepting county commission­ 
ers and applies to all political parties 
which east 2 per cent of the vote of 
the state or political divisions there­ 
of at the last preceding general elec­ 
tion before a primary. 
Synopsis of the Bill. 
The following synopsis of the ad­ 
ministration bill was given out late 
tonight, by Attorney General Stead: 
1. The title of the bill is a bill for 
‘An action concerning the nomina­ 
tion 
of candidaes 
for 
public 
of­ 
fice.” 
2. The act provides for the nornin- 
tion ol candidates for public of­ 
fices except university trustees, for 
members of congress, members of the 
state board of equalization, members 
of the general assembly and county 
offices except county commissioners; 
also that a vote be tak en on candi­ 
dates for United States senator, such 
vote to be advisory merely. The act 
does not apply to judges of the 
su­ 
preme court, 
circuit 
or 
superior 
courts. 
These judges are elected in 
June, one of the principal reasons for 
electing these judges at this time of 
the year being to divorce tne courts 
from politics.
